'Man Man'' Gang Accused 


Of Killing 9 Whites 


In Chicago Area 


CHICAGO (AP) — Sheriff Richard ,J. Elrod says eight 


members of a black terrorist gang charged in the recent 
murders of nine persons were apparently "roaming the coun- 
tryside looking for someone to kill." 


Authorities said apparently not all of the eight men charged 


had participated in all slayings. 


Klrod told newsmen SundEiy the nine white victims, in- 


cluding the members of two separate families, apparently 
were randomly selected by a Chicago street gang he said 
called itself "l)e Mau Mau." 


When asked about possible racial motivation, Elrod said, "I 


can see no other apparent motivation." 


Six men arc being held without bond, two others are still 


being sought. The murders took place in the Illinois commu- 
nities of Harrington Mills, Monee, Highland Park and Car- 
bondale. 


Klrod, the Cook County sheriff, said (he Do Mau Mau or- 


gani/ation apparently was founded several years ago by 
Vietnam veterans who bad been dishonorably discharged. 


Charles G. Hurst Jr.. president of Malcolm X College in 


Chicago, said three of Ihe men charged had been students 
there, but ilic said they had been dismissed, lie declined to 
elaborate. 


The most widely reported of the murders was the killing of a 


retired insurance executive and three members of his family 
Aug. -I in the wealthy Chicago suburb of Barrington Hills. 


Paul Corbelt, liV; bis wife,Marion, 57, and his sister-mlaw, 


Dorothy Derry. fiO, were found shot through the backs of their 
heads. Corbetl's stepdaughter, Barbara Boand, 22, was found 
dead a few feet away. She had been shot through the heart. 
. A month later, three members of a rural Monee family were 
found shot to death in their farmhouse. They were Stephen D. 
Iliiwlrec. 47; his wife, Judy, 53; and their son Thomas, 17.

Under a new state law, 
they had lo be fingerprinted in 
order to keep their jobs. Taking 
the matter to court, they 
claimed this was an invasion of 
their right of privacy. 


But Ihe court could see no 


grounds for complaint. The 
judge said this minor invasion 
of privacy was outweighed by 
the major benefit to the public 
in reducing thefts of stocks and 
bonds. 


Laws in a number of slates 


now require Ihe fingerprinting 
of employees in "sensitive" 
occupations. Almost always, 
the courts have overruled (he 
assorted conslitutional ob- 
jections raised by disgruntled 
individuals. 


In fad, the la«- no longer 


considers fingerprinting to be 
any great hardship anyhow. In 
another case, a used furniture 
dealer complained about a 
fingerprint requirement for 
anyone selling second-hand 
goods. 


"Il makes the people in my 


line of business look like 
criminals," he said in a court 
hearing. 


But the court disagreed, 


pointing out that fingerprints 
are 
now used routinely in 


hospitals, 
schools, 
and 


government as a reliable 
means of identification. As one 
judge put it: 


"The day is long past when 


fingerprinting carried with il a 
stigma of criminality." 


This does not mean, how- 


ever. that the police may 
resort lo highhanded methods 
to obtain fingerprints. Con- 
sider the following case: 


Officers 
investigating 
a 


burglary 
took a man into 


custody even though they had 
no adequate grounds for arrest. 
Their reason: lo obtain his 
fingerprints. As it happened, 
the prints did not turn out to 
lie incriminating. 


Nevertheless, they were held 


"'ol admissible against the man 


in court. The judge said the 
Constitution forbids "wholesale 
intrusions upon the personal 
securily of our .citizenry."

Is McGovern

WASHINGTON-Dcccncy is 


one of the most 
favorable 


characteristics that the public 
consistently allributes to Sen. 
George McGovern. 


As a personality trait, it is 


undoubtedly a virtue. But it is 
rapidly turning out to have 
passive connotations thai make 
il 
insufficient 
as 
a 
strong 


political plus. 


In fact, McGovern is trying to 


downplay the association. 


(t was not always so. Until 


recently, McGovern's advisers 
believed that his identification 
as a decent man was a big 
asset, and look pains to point it 
out 
to 
reporters. 
They 


frequently quoted as sub-- 
slantialion a remark by the late 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy to the 
effect 
that McGovern 
was 


"the most decent" man in the 
Senate. 


And much of McGovern's 


early television advertising 
sought lo emphasize this ap- 
parent quality by showing him 
in compassionate and gentle 
with ordinary people. But 


, . . as a matter ol fact, a certain amount of 'shady 


going* on' and 'dirty bashtu' in politics is a good 


thing—tradition, you know!" 


current public opinion polls 
now indicate that McGovern is 
viewed by many voters as 
incapable of making tough 
decisions and of governing the 
country. In a word, too soft. 


This- impression 
is rein- 


forced by Uic decency image, 
although il stems dircclly from 
such mishandled incidents as 
the Eagleton affair. 


Webster's unabridged dic- 


tionary defines decency 
as 


propriety of conduct 
and 


speech; proper observance of 
requirements of modesty, good 
taste and so forth. A popular 
synonym is decorum. 


Decency is not a word that 


indicates 
excitement, 
in- 


spiration or leadership. And the 
latter three qualities .are 
primary qualifications for. Ihe 
Presidency. 


This is not to say 
that 


Americans want an indecent 
man in the White House. But 
more forceful characteristics 
tend lo dominate their choice 
for the job. 


Belatedly, McGovem has 


been complaining that his 
image as a decent fellow is not 
politically 
helpful. Con-

bulletins. 


The new system will replace a slower warning method in 


which schools were .notified by telephone of impending and 
potentially serious weather developments, according to Van 
Buren Sheriff Richard Stump. 


Stump said that only tho public schools in Bloomingdale and 


Covert have not yet joined in the system which costs each 
school $169.50 for the radio monitor. 


The sheriff and John Kakabeeke of Kalamazoo, a retiring 


assistant fire chief and sates representative for a Muskegon 
firm supplying the monitors, gave Ihe radios a final check 
Friday.

Under the warning system, svcather advisory bulletins will 


be broadcast from the sheriff's department on a frequency 
reserved for the schools. 


Stump pointed out that the most obvious benefits would come 


during the winter season, when sudden snowstorms could 
make bus travel impossible, or during thetornado season. • 


Under a previous system, when the sheriff's department 


received a weather advisory bulletin, the department called 
the intermediate school district which then telephoned the 
public school systems. 


The school monitors can be operated either by current or 


battery and can be carried from one school room to another, 
according to Kakabeeke. 


The county hoard of commissioners earlier this year 


allocated some $260 for Ihe installation of a special lone 
generator at the sheriff's department. 


The tone generator alerts school officials, with a beep, of a 


bulletin that is to follow.
